BOTH OILS AND RAILS 
HOLD RISE TO CLOSE 


Activity Is Credited to 
Universal Betterment in 
Business Conditions 
Throughout Country.

New York, April 6.—Dealings in 
all classes of stock on the New York 
stock exchange today amounted to 
=@bout 1,575,000 shares, the largest 
aXotal of any session since 1920, when 
market values were subjected to con- 
siderable depression. 

The number of stocks traded in to- 
day, mostly at extreme gains of 1 to 
6 points, was estimated at between 
440 and 450 separate issues, this 
about equaling the record made last 
March. 

Quotations were higher by frac- 
tions to 1 1-2 points at the very dut- 
set, and gains were extended in al- 
most every quarter in the enormous 
turnover of the first and second hours. 
Steels, equipments, oils and many of 
the minor, or low grade, rails were 
the center of activity. 

Some Realizing. 

Realizing sales, or profit-taking, be- 
came effective in the final hour on 
5 
per cent. This encouraged shorts to 
resume operations, although such 
commitments were tentative or mod- 
erate at best. 

In several notable instances, such 
as United States steel and independ- 
end shares of the same group, gains 
were much impaired or altogether can- 
celed. These reactions were more 
than balanced, however, by the more 
vigorous advance of oils, especially 
the foreign division. Mexican pe- 
troleum rose over 6 points, nearly all 
of which was held and rails, espe- 
cially coalers and Texas & Pacific, 
added substantially to their early im- 

er: 

Liberties Advance. 

¢. were somewhat lower at the 
"feverishly active close, but gains pre- 
dominated, particularly in speculative 
industrials and rails. 

Trading in bonds was more orderly, 
but a great many issues in that list, 
including Liberty 3 1-28 and several 
of the 4s and 4 1-48 moved up to 
higher ground, or new records since 
the time of their flotation. 

The day’s extraordinary buoyancy 
and activity again was predicated on 
indications that general economic con- 
ditions throughout the country are 
working back to normal. This, in the 
opinion of observers, seems to find 
its clearest reflection in the recent ex- 
pansion of the steel and iron industry, 
more favorable railroad earnings and 
the confident attitude of the igvest- 
ment public.

JURY FREES NURSE 
AT MURDER TRIAL 


Olivia M. P. Stone Gets 
Verdict of “Not Guilty” 
for Killing of Ellis 
Kinkead. 


New York, April 6.—Olivia M. P. 
Stone, former trained nurse, was 
found not guilty of the murder of Ellis 
G. Kinkead, former corporation coun- 
sel of Cincinnati, whom she shot to 
death on the plea that he had aban- 
doned her after making her his com- 
mon law wife, by a jury which re- 
ported at 9:30 .0’clock Thursday night, 
after nine hours’ deliberation. 

The unwritten law, tinged with the 
plea that Miss Stone was temporarily 
out of her mind when she committed 
the deed, was practically her sole de- 
fense. 

In spite of efforts by the prosecution 
to prove that the former nurse had 
“made all the approaches” in her life 
with Kinkead, and in spite of evi- 
dence that Miss Stone long planned 
the deed, the jury accepted the de 
fense that Kinkead’s “casting her off 
after he'was through with her love” 
drove her to end bis life. 

Miss Stone, on the stand, declared 
that Kinkead had lived with her as a 
common law wife for several years, 
and that he had then deserted her. 
She besought him, she said, to permit 
her a divorce, but he refused. On 
his’ meeting her, face to face, she says 
she lost control of her actions, and 
pulling a revolver from her bag, 
emptied its five cham*®ers into his 


body. 


Hundreds of persons who had jam- 
med the courtroom to watch the 
progress of the trial, cheered when the 
verdict was announced. Miss Stone 
thanked the jurors and burst into 
tears. She intends to go to her former 
home in Virginia to spend the rest 
of her life “in peace and happiness,” 
she told her friends after the jury had 
reported.

Washington, April 6.—Establish- 
ment of a privately uwned merchant 
marine through government aid, as 
proposed by President Harding and 
the shipping board, would necessitate 
a maximum treasury outlay of $52,- 
000,000 annually, senate and house 
comniittees considering the ship sub- 
sidy bill, were told today by Chair- 
man Lasker, of the board, JTnact- 
ment «f the legislation, however, 
would put an end, he continued, to 
the $50,000,000 yearly loss the ship- 
ping board is ‘sustaining in operating 
its vessels. 

Pressed by Representative Davis, of 
Tennessee, 2 democratic member of 
the house merchant marine committee, 
for an estimate of the probable cost 
of the administration’s program, Mr. 
Lasker gave general totals, with an 
explanation that experts would give 
details later. 

Suggesting that the chairman’s 
estimate did not take into considera- 
tion “indirect aids” provided for in 
the bill, Mr. Davis asked what their 
money _value would be. 

“Cannot Estimate.” 

“Tt’'s useless to try to estimate,” 
Mr. Lasker replied, adding that funds 
for “indirect aids” would not come 
from the government. Instead of in- 
erensing the burden on the treasury, 
he held, such aids would help increase 
the revenues of shipping companies, 
which, under the bill, would be re- 
quired, when their net return _ ex- 
ceeded 10 per cent., to turn half the 
ex ss earnings back to the govern- 


ment until the full amount of the sub- 
sidy wag returned, 

In. computing $52,000,000 as the 
probable gevernment expenditure for 
“direct aid,” Mr. Lasker said he al- 
lowed for conversion into the mer- 
chant marine -fand $30,000,000 to be 
derived from customs receipts, $4,000.- 
000 in tonnage dues, $5,000,000 now 
paid for transportation of certain 
classes of foreign mails and $3,000,- 
000 in construction charges. 

Accounting for the remain\wg $10, 
000,000, the chairman explained it 


was expected that deductions amount- 
ing to this figure would be made in 


income taxes by shipping companies, 
The bill provides for such deductions. 
Cost of Reserve. 

The cost of maintaining the mer- 
chant marine nayal reserve, which 
would be created by the bill, would 
be defrayed #*om the merchant marine

Amelita 
Galli-Curci, the opera diva, of jewels 
valued at $45,000 at San J Capis- 
trano, according to reports to Be sher- 
iff’s office here. 

The girls, described by Mme. Galli- 
Curci as youthful and pretty, con- 
fronted her in the women’s dressing 
room of the Palm cafe. While one 
of them greeted the diva pleasantly, 
gaining her attention, the other 
snatched the jewel case from her, ac- 
cording to the report, and both dashed 
through the cafe to an automobile 
which is said to have been/waiting 
with the engine running. Before 
either Mme. Galli-Curci, who was 
greatly excited, or her husband, who 
was waiting in the cafe, could give 
the alarm, the girls were in the car 
and it had disappeared at high speed 
toward this city. 

17-Carat Diamond: 

Immediately upon receipt of ins re- 
port, deputies, were sent in automo- 
biles to block every road leading here. 

The jewels in the case are said to 
have included a 17-carat diamond ring 
and a platinum bracelet set with two 
10-carat diamonds.

Record Prices Paid at 
First Day’s Session of

3,000 PERSONS ATTEND 
FROM MANY COUNTIES 


Merchantable Value of 
Hogs and Importance 
of Co-operative Sales 
Demonstrated.

Tennile, Ga. April 6.—(Special.) 
The 'argest co operative single sale 

of pure-bred packer hogs ever made 
in Georgia was the feature today of 
the first session of the Georgia Swine 
Breeders’ association. 

More than three thetsand people 
from every county of middle Georgia 
attended the sale. More than 130,000 
pounds of fat hogs, more than half 
grading No. 1, prime, were sold in 20 
minutes, following spirited bidding by 
a dozen or more packer and private 
bidders from ali the larger cities of 
the south. 

The sale has demonstrated the great 
value of merchantable hog growing in 
Georgia, the price today of $8.70 a 
hundred being the highest attained for 
fat hogs in several months. The sale 
demonstrated also conclusively and to 
the entire satisfaction of the people 
in east Georgia and members of the 
association from throughout the state 
that the boll weevil menace is being 
satisfactorily combated through the 
production of nigh-class market hogs 
that can be sold co-operatively and a 
good profit realized thereon over the 
cost of producticn. 

Center of Industry. 


Washington county is the center 
of pure-bred hogs. The quality ef hogs 
sold today would very favorably com- 
pare with the best grades cuming out 
of corn belt. The quality of the hogs 
produced in this county is the result 
of the establisbment of pure-bred 
herds, the offsprings of which have 
formed a foundation on the farms for 
produeing high<lass pork economical- 
ly—wit4 the greats amount of corn and 
otlier fattening feeds that are being 
raised in this county to take the place 
of cotton. 

The consignment today was made 
up of five grades, 50 per cent of which 
were prime market hogs classed as 
No. 1. On this basis, with a differ- 
ential of a quarter to one cent a 
pound, the sale was conducted, No.

Judge Hammond Tells Offi- 
cer Constitution Must 


Not Be Flouted.

Augusta, Ga., April 6.—(Special.) 
The details of a fine of one cent this 
week, in the superior court of Colum- 
bia counts, has created much interest 
here. P 

Jim Chamlin, negro, and his son, 
Charles, were arraigned before Judge 
Henry C. Hammond at Apypling, 
charged with having liquor in their 
possession, and with having in their 
possession apparatus for the manufae 
ture of liquor. 

The trial jury returned a verdict of 
guilty. Judge Hammond fined the 
convicts one cent each, and teld them 
to pay that sum and return to their 
home. Chamlin is probably 75 years 
of age. His son is an imbe:ile. 

When the trial jury left tae court- 
room for the jury room, the court 
summoned before him the prohibition 
enforcement officer who had madé the 
arrest in the case and who nad been 
one of the witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion. 


Improper Procedure. 

The evidence had shown that this 
officer had gone into the negro’s home 
Without a warrant; had rudely search- 
ed the place; had torn open his trunks 
and had ripped up things generally. 
The aged negro, thoroughly frighten-| 
ed, ran toward the woods. The officer 
ran after him, firing at him. ‘The 
sixth shot struck a leg and felled the 
man. 

Judge Hammond told the officer that 
the grand jury would instruct him. to 
inform himself on his duties and rights 
in enforcing the law and to:id him 


that he must conform to the proper 
course. He impressed upon the o‘ticer 
that it is against the law of Georgia 


and the law of the United States to 
enter a person’s home without a war- 
rant; that a man’s home is his castle 
and that hé had a right to defend it 
as such; that to fire upon, or to shoot 
down a man charged with, or guilty 
of, a misdemeanor is a violation of 
Georgia law. 

His honor read to the officer de- 
cision after decision of supreme court 
ridingg pointing out the law as he 
had ‘stated it to the officer. Judge 
Hammond. made it plan that he exact- 
ed that the prohibition law, all law, 
be strictly enforced. But he denounc- 
ed- such enforcement of law as was 
accomplished tlirough violation of law, 
rebuking the manner of enforcement 
which involved, in behalf of a statute 
recently written into the laws, an in- 
sult to the statutes guarantceing free- 
dom from search and the sacredness 
of the home, which: has been the 
heritage of the people during the life 
of the country. His honor did not 
mince words in his talk to the officer. 

“Law Indebted to You,” 

The jury returning to the court- 
room and the verdict of guilty having 
been published by the clerk, Judge 
Hammond, requiring the negro to 
stand, told the convicted man @hat the 
jury, properly, on the evidence before 
them, had convicted him. “But,” he 
said to the convict, “you owe the law 
nothing. The law is indebted to you.” 

He told the old man that the man- 
ner in which he had been treated had 
been outrageous and that he had been 
subjected to an infamous wrong. He 
told him to pay a fine of one cent 
each for himself and for his son to

mous consent agreement the senate 
will vote on the federal judgeship bil? 
Friday afternoon. 

The amendment providing an addi- 
tional judge for the northern district 
of Georgia has not been stricken out, 
nor will be, and will be passed along 
with the other items in the measure, 
it is generally conceded today. 

An iMeresting feature of the judge- 
ship bill, which provides additional 
federal judges in the United States, 
ig an amendment affecting the state 
of Georgia, offered by Senator W. J 
Harris. The amendment provides that 
the new judge shall establish official 
headquarters at Macon, with the view 
of distributing the three office head- 
qharters in different sections of the 
state, Atlanta and Savannah being 
the official location of the present 
courts. Senator Harris’ amendment 
will be acted upon before final con- 
sideration of the main bill. 

The senior senator from Georgia is 
said to be of the opinion that a third 
district should be created out and 
out, with a designated territory cov- 
ering that section of middle Georgia 
between the Atlanta and Savannah 
districts, In this way, he said, the 
jurisdiction of the new court would 
be more definite. 

To Save Expense. 

Recommendations from the depart- 
ment of justice were for relief judges, 
however, it being thought that there 
probably would not be as great an 
amount of expense attached to the 
additional offices if judges were ap- 
pointed to assist in handling congest- 
ed dockets. It is claimed the office 
force can function without extra em- 
ployees under the proposed s) ‘tem. 

The plan for establishing official 
headquarters at Macon will not af- 
fect the political situation of the 
state, it is said, as the attorney-gen- 
eral’s office has already given out a 
Statement, unofficially, declaring res- 
idents of any part of the state eligible 
for appointment. Senator Harris’ 
amendment was not intended to involve 
that phase of the question, he stated, 
but merely for the purpose of having 
the judges accessible to the people 
of the. state by assignment headquar- 
ters for the new office between the 
other two cities. The amendment 
offered by the Georgia senator is ex- 
pected to prevail, 

While no poll of the senate has 
been taken, it is generally conceded 
that the bill will pass during Fri- 
day’s consideration. Not without op- 
position, however. 

Some Opposition. 

Opponentg of the measure have been 
rather oufspoken in the senate for 
the past several days. Chief among 
them are Senator Overman, North 
Carolina, and Senator Shields, of Ten- 
nessee. Senator Overman declared to- 
day that there was no necessity for 
the additional members, and charged 
republicans with creating the new of- 
fices for patronage purposes. He par- 
ticularly assailed the part of the bill 
permitting judges to be assigned work 
in states other than the one in which 
the appointment was made. North 
Carolina does not receive an additional 
court under the legislation, Senator 
Overman declaring that none was 
needed. : 

The most important changes made 


in the bill from tnat reported by the 
committee is the striking out of the 
provision for Fivrida, and the addi- 
tion of another judge for Missouri.

“As many progressive counties have 
already established district schools and 
others are planning to do so at an 
early date, the farmer realizes that 
good roade will mean much to his 
children in getting to and from their 
schools. Y have seen these school 
busses humping over bad roads that 
would be almost impassable in rainy 
weather. 

“Tn addition today the farmer prac- 
tically relies on his truck to get his 
produce to the market or the railroad 
station. and knows that it would save 
him time nnd morey if he had good 
roads all the way.”

“It's just one more move on our 
part to reduce carelessness on our 
lines to a minimum,” said Mr. Butler. 
“During the past year we have paid 
out thousands and thousands of dol- 
lars to lawyers, courts and claimants 
because of accidents. Everyone of 
these dollars went toward paying the 
cost of someone's carelessness. We'd 
rather have thrown the money into 
a sewer. Then nobody would have 
been hurt, no time would have been 
lost, no property damaged. 

Will Aid Patrons. 

“We believe that this little finan- 
cial stimulus will accomplish a great 
deal for our patrons and, of course, 
the money will be welcomed by the 
trainmen. 

“It’s worthy of mention, too, that 
during the year of 1921 our records 
show that 123 street car men went 
through tbe entire year without a 
semblance of an avoidable accident, an 
altereation with passengers, or an in- 
fraction of the rules.” 

Under the plan all accidents are di- 
vided into three classes. In Class A 
are accidents in which the employe 
was clearly not to blame and will not 
disqualify him from receiving the 
bonus; Class B accidents are those 
which might have been avoided if the 
employe had used extraordinary care, 
and in Class © are accidents in which 
the trainman was Clearly at fault. 
The latter two classes disqualify from 
receiving the bonus. A similar divi- 
sion into classes is made for alterca- 
tions with passengers.

N FEDERAL COURTS

that a great congestion exists in the 
federal courts ot the country. ‘The 
condition is attributed to the enormous | 
increase in prosecutions, including | 
ever-increasing violations of the pro- 
hibition laws, and has resulted in a 
serious problem to the government. 

Under the pending bill, additional 
federal judges are provided for, with 
one for the state of Georgia having 
authority to serve in both northern 
and southern districts. 

The dockets of some district courts 
throughout the country are so crowd- 
ed until+«there were from 10,000 to 
20,000 cases pending and undisposed | 
of as late as July of last year. In! 
other districts material witnesses and | 
prisoners, who cannot give bond, are | 
held for months before receiving trials. | 

, National Growth. 

This* congestion in federal court 
means loss of evidence, defeat of jus- 
cently, is due to the natural increase 
of population and the development of 
commercial and industrial America. 
He said it was no uncommon thing 
for district court dockets to be from 
six months to two years behind their 
regular schedule, which of course 
means los osf evidence, defeat of jus- 
tice and additional expense to taxpay- 
ers. Many criminal cases, he pointed 
out, can never be tried, and large busi- 
ness interests lose heavily through the 
delay. 

The amount of work resting upon 
the judicial branch of the government, 
which includes United States district 
attorneys, begins with the United 
States commissioners, before whom 
those charged with offenses were first 
brought, either for discharge or to be 
held for further investigation by the 
grand jury. 

These commissionetfs in almost every 
section of the country are greatly 
overworked, it is said, while the trial 
or district judges are in an even worse 
position. ‘The circuit court of ap- 
peals, while having full dockets, are 
said to be in better shape than are 
the lower courts. This condition pre- 
vails in the United States supreme 
court, which is far behind in its work, 
but as its calendar has been in arrears 
for generations litergants have learn- 
ed to expect delay in that direction.

For that reason the threatened politi- 
cal blow-off in the treasury depart- 
ment, as a result of Dover's “Hard- 
ingizing’ of the bureaus in the inter- 
‘est of efficiency and economy, may be 
smoothed over without an open clash 
resulting in resignations. 

For the moment Harding is con- 
sidering the issues involved in the re- 
organization plans of Dover with an 
eye to eliminating the present fric- 
tion. Dover wishes to go ahead with 
his work, but is pausing now until 
flarding decides whether the proposed 
shake-up should be immediate or 
gradual. In effecting this pause, 
Harding has made his first move to- 
ward easing the somewhat tense situa- 
tion.

Dover, short, stocky, genial friend 
of the president, was trained in the 
same political school as Harding. 
Dover was secrtary of the republican 
national committee at the time Mark 
Hanna, the G. O. P.’s famous boss, 
was chairman. Warren G. Harding 
at that time was a_ lieutenant of 
Hlanna. Both are dyed-in-the-wool be- 
lieyers in the slogan that *To the vie- 
tor belongs the spoils.” Dover was 
one of Harding’s leaders during the 
last campaign, and has leng been a 
political friend and confidant of At-! 
torney General Daugherty. 

Finally, Dover was _ brought = to 
Washington by Harding -to carry on 
a reorganization scheme demanded by 
party leaders. And there is no doubt 
in the mind of anyone talking to him, 
as he looks at you through his nose 
glasses, that party policies constitute 
his law, and the law must be~— en- 
forced.

In a fiery ten-minute speech, Rep- 
resentative Garner, dean of the Texas 
delegation, declared that Mr. Blanton 
was “as common a liar as ever spoke 
a word of English in this country.” 
Mr. Blanton, however, was not there 
to hear the characterization, for he 
left the chamber at the outset of the 
verbal attack, after shouting that he 
would “hold the gentieman person- 
ally responsible to me if he calls me 
a liar.” 

Standing six feet away, Mr. Garner 
had held up his hand during the con- 
Ausion, asking tor order and requesting 
Mr. Blanton not to leave. But re- 
sponding to a clash of the speaker's 
gavel, sergeant-at-arms had rushed in 
to prevent what appeared to be an 
open break, when Representative 
Summers, also of Texas, sitting on 
the front row, started toward Mr. 
Blanton, shouting: “You know you 
are a liar.” 

How Row Started. 


The trouble started while Mr. Blan- | 


ton, in denouncing a newspaper report 
of a speech he had made racently in 
Texas, declared’ that members could 
not defend “these measley items of 
petty graft,” referring to mileage and 
the funds allotted each session to 
members for stationery and supplies. 
Mr. Blanton reiterated what he had 
said in the house in January, which, 
armed with a bag of articles from the 
stationery store, he produced a whisky 
flack. Mr. Garner, objecting to this 
line of argument, insisted the impres- 
sion Mr. Blanton intended to convey 
was that members got these things at 
taxpayers’ expense, 

Starting out with the statement 
that the world is-full of “all kinds of 
liars, the artistic liar, the inartisgic 
liar and the common ordinary liar,” 
Garner, his face flushed, declared 
that the man -he had in mind “would 
destroy his own family in order to 
accummulate wealth or to place him- 
self forward from a political stand- 
point.” And then, speaking as he 
said, for the Texas delegation, he 
shouted that “‘we hang our heads in 
shame and humiliation when Blanton, 
is referred to as our col- 
league.”’ 

Party Liability. 

He spoke, he added, for the éntire 
—e: party when he declared 
that “we look. upon him as a liability 
and a distinct injury to our party.” 

“Tf” I could only suspend the rules 
of the house,” Mr. Garner said, as 
he moved toward his seat, “I would 
say what is in your hearts, that if 
the rules did not prevent I would say 
what 430 members believe at this mo- 
ment—that Thomas Blanton, of Tex- 
as, is a disgrace to the house of rep- 
resentatives and ought to be kicked 


out.’ 

After Representative Mondell, of 
Wyoming, the republican leader, had 
made a general reply to Blanton’s 
charges as to “petty graft,” with the 
declaration that he could count on 
one finger of one hand the number of 
house members who “would stoop to 
graft, petty oer otherwise,” the ex- 
citement subsided.

Lesson No. 10—The Direct Current Generator (Continued). 

It is essential in both the direct current and alternating current 
generators that the magnetic field be maintained at constant strength 
of the steady flow of direct current through the windings of the field 
coils. In the case of the alternating current generator it is necessary 
to obtain this field current from an outside source or in other words 
to separately excite the field windings. In the direct current gen- 
erator, on the other hand, the field current may be obtained hy 
attaching the terminals of the field winding across the brushes. 
Connected in this manner the generator is said to be shunt wound 
and also self-excited, due to the fact that the exciting current 1s 
taken fro mthe armature oi the generator itself. Self-excited gener- 
ators may be shunt, series or compound wound, depending upon the 
manner in which the field is connected to the external circuit. Direct 
current generators may also be separately excited if it is desirable 
to maintain a field strength independent of the pressure across the 
brushes, for in the self-excited generator the vojtage across the 
brushes governs the amount of current flowing in the field windings. 

As statec above, when the terminals of the field winding are con- 
nected across the brushes the generator is said to be shunt wound. In 
th series-wound generator the field winding is connected in series with 
the brushes and all the current generated in the armature passes 
through the field winding to the outside circuit or load.

The condition of the hair, its Juster 
and thickness, and the richness of its 
color is largely a matter of physical 
health, yet no hair that is not prop- 
erly cared for can be beautiful. 


The hair must be shampooed care- 
fully ‘about once in three weeks and 
not simply washed every now and 
then with any sort of soap. The hair 
must be carefully and gently brushed, 
and the brush should never be brought 
down hard on the scalp. The ends 
of the hair must be clipped frequently 
so as to encourage the growth of new 
hairs and so as to avoid split ends. 

Chemically speaking, the hair is 
made up of the same material as our 
finger and toe nails. Each hair is 
composed of a number of overlapping 
cells, it is not a hollow tube as is 
popularly supposed. The growth of 
the hair is a continual pushing up- 
wards of these cells which are con- 
stantly forming inside the skin. When 
one hair is pulled out or when it 
drops out another hair will be put 
forth, and then another and still an- 
other one, unless the papillae which 
nourishes the hair is dead or diseased, 
In that case no new hair will grow. 

If the scalp is neglected, if dirt or 
any kind of disease gets too great a 
hold upon it, the healthy hair will 
weaken and lose their color, they will 
break and split and finally fall out 
and the new hairs that grow in will 
be weaker and will lack the beauty 
which only comes from good health. 
That is why clipping the hair to pre- 
vent broken and split ends is help- 
ful. It is not too often to clip the 
hair once every six weeks. 


Dark Fyes—Your experience is un- 
usual but if you feel well, there is 
no need for anxiety. Jet black hair 
that is changing to red could mean 
a chemical change in the system, pos- 
sibly an excessive amount of iron. 
As black is your natural color, this 
change will likely be temporary. At 
17 there is often this sensitiveness 
about parts of the body being over 
developed, but it is not as serious as 
it appears to you.

Field day has come and gone. It 
was a decided success from the high 
hurdles down to the relay. Two Tech 
reaords were broken, one when Whel- 
chel heaved the javelin 1759 feet and 
the other when Calhoun finished the 
two-mile run in 10 minutes 2S 4-5 see- 
onds. <A surprising fact about the 
three-mile@pun is that the first three 
men to finish broke the old Tech rec- 
ord, which was something like 10 
minutes 40 seconds. Cotton finished 
second in the two-mile, and Moore, the 
winner of the cross-country, finished 
third. ‘The old record in the javelin 
was a trifle over 165 feet. 

The quarter-mile was a mighty pret- 
ty run.

The 
Tech record in the event is 52.2 sec- 
onds.
